$5,000,000. The Government |

Duquesne Light has _ fur- 
nished the plant site and fi- 
nanced the _ turbo-generator, 
non-nuclear, part of the plant. 
Its estimate for this is $17.- 
900,000.. The private power 
company obtained a rapid tax 
write-off, however, for half of 
its investment, thus standing 
to save an amount’ estimated 
at $8,000,000 to $15,000,000 in 
federal taxes. 

Duquesne will operate the 
entire plant, including the 
Government-owned nuclear 
portion, and will pay the AEC 
about 8 mills per kilowatt hour 


for the steam from the reactor 


system. 

Initial cost of electricity 
from the plant is many times 
the cost of electricity from a 
conventional plant. The Ship- 
pingport power is expected to 
cost about 52 mills per kilowatt 


hour at first, compared to 7 
to 9 mills for conventional 
power. 


Improvements are expected 
to bring reductions. Other sim- 
ilar plants also’ will benefit 
from experience at the Ship- 
pingport plant. 

Although Great Britain has 
built and begun operating the 
first full-scale nuclear power 
plant in the world, at Calder 
hall, the new American plant 
has the distinction of being 
“the world’s first full-scale 
central station atomic power 
plant devoted exclusively to 
civilian purposes,’ as the AEC 
has stated 

The Shippingport reactor is 
an offshoot of the naval re- 
actor program.

PARIS, Dec. 18 (AP) — Two 
hundred American correspon- 
dents gathered at the Amer- 
ican briefing of what went on 
at the NATO conference yes- 
terday, only to discover that 
neither of their briefing offi- 
cers ‘had been present at the 
full session. 

These conferences are closed, 
and it is a practice of long 
standing for members of each 
delegation to hold a meeting 
at the end of the session to re- 
port what went on. 

At yesterday's morning and 
afternoon sessions, Andrew 
Berding, State Department 
préss chief, was not on the 
delegation, which was limited 
to six members in the morning, 
eight in the afternoon.

CAPE CANAVERAL, ‘Fla., 
Dec. 18 ‘(AP)—The Air Force | 
Atlas missile flew more than | 
600 miles out over the Atlantic 
on its first long distance test 
flight Tuesday and attained an 
altitude of 80,miles or more, 
informed sources said today. 

Although the missile was de- 


“signed to fly 5000 miles and. 


reach an altitude of 600 miles, 
it was reported to have been 
set for yesterday's test to go 
about 400 miles. The missile 
flew faster, higher and farther 
than planned. 

Maj. Gen. Donald N. Yates. 
commander of the Air Force 
missile test center here. told 
a news conference after the 
flight that nothing could .be 
said of the mission beyond the 
official Defense Department 
release. 

That release said the missile 
flew a prescribed course over 
a “limited range test of several 
hundred miles” and landed in 
a preselected impact area. 

No Recovery Plan. 

Yates said the missile was 
not recovered and no attempt 
would be made to recover it. 

“We are happy with the re- 
sults,’ he said. 

He declined to say when the 
next Atlas test flight would be 
conducted. 

He said that although in the 
public eye the first two tests 
of the Atlas were failures be- 
cause the missiles had to be 
blown up shortly after take- 
off, actually both tests were 95 
per cent successful. 

“In our routine tests we ex-

in failures,” Yates said. “And 
you may expect additional so- 
called failures from all parts 
of the missile test program. 

“Ther only time that the so- 
called failures don’t occur is 
after delivery of weapons to 
troops. We want the missiles 
to develop their failures here, 
not in the operational phase.” 

Learn From Failures. . 

Yates added that it is en- 
tirely possible for a missile 
test to appear completely suc- 
cessful on the surface, yet to 
produce nothing in the way of 
information. He said the 
services learn far more from 
so-called missile failures than 
from some apparent successes. 

Yates introduced two visiting 
Congressmen to newsmen. They 
are Representative Errett P. 
Scrivener (Rep.), Kansas), a 
member of the Air Force panel 
of the 13-man military ap- 
propriations subcommittee, and 
Representative Frank C. Os- 
mers Jr. (Rep.), New Jersey, a 
member of the House Armed 
Services Committee. 

Scrivener added that he felt 
much better than he has for 
quite a while about the na- 
tion’s military strength after 
watching the test launching 
and talking with the military 
men and scientists here. Os- 
meré said he was “very much 
impressed.”

Speaking on foreign policy 
in the lower house of Parlia- 
ment, the Prime Minister said 
he did not see any connection 
between stopping nuclear tests 
and fears of a “surprise at- 
tack” expressed by President 
Eisenhower. He added that a 
surprise attack could take 
place whether there were tests 
or no tests. 

Urged as First Step. 

Nehru was commenting on 
Mr. Eisenhower's observation 
fn his letter last weekend that 
Nuclear tests could not be sus- 
pended without prior knowl- 
edge that this would lead to 
effective limitation of atomic 
weapons production and also 
without prior assurance against 
surprise attack. 

Nehru said India had sug- 
gested a suspension of nuclear 
tests as a “first step, which 
Was a very small thing but a 
dramatic one. This, he said, 
could be followed subsequently 
by larger disarmament agree- 
ment. 

Nehru said the time had 
come when the United States 
and the Soviet Union should 
@eal with questions of disarm- 
ment by talking directly with 
‘each other and not at, each 
other 

He said that while there was 
some difference in approach 
between Washington and Mos- 
cow. both basically desired 
some arrangement to insure 
world peace. 

Soviet Closer to Stand. 

However, authoritative 
sources believe the Soviet 
Union's attitude toward Nehru's 
appeal to suspend nuclear tests 
has come much closer to India’s 
standpoint than that of the 
United States 

New Delhi desires that atom- 
ic tests be stopped and then 
be followed by negotiations for 
agreement on other related dis- 
armament questions. 

Moscow has offered to sus- 
pend tests provided other coun- 
tries were willing to do so; 
whereas Mr. Eisenhower's let- 
ter links suspension of tests 
with regulation and control of 
the production of atomic weap- 
ons. Both letters have become 
@ topic of debate in parliament 
* In the course of his address, 
Nehru said that the Soviet 
Union and the United States 
were now strong enough to 
destroy each other and the 
world. “If that is so, then this 
rivalry in weapons ceases to 
have any meaning,” he de- 
clared.

Tharles G. Manly, chief of the 
commercial development branch 
in the AEC’s division of civil- 
fan application, in a talk at a 
symposium on the future of 
uranium markets 

Manly pointed out that the 
fuel costs of the American 


. power industry now are among 


the world’s lowest 

As new advances are 
achieved in the work of pro- 
ducing nuclear power, he said. 


“utilities in the entire cost 
fuel area will find it economic- 
al to add nuclear instead of 


conventional plants.” He re- 
fused to try to be specific on 
his own, saying that the exact 
time when nuclear plants can 

economically competitive 
“is still shrouded in imponder- 
ables.” 


WEATHER CHANGE COULD 
CUT DOWN POSTAL VOLUME 


The St. Louis Post Office is 
keeping up with the heavy 
volume of Christmas mail but 
is cohcerned that the weather 
may worsen and cause absen- 
teeism among the 8000 tempo- 
rary “Christmas assistants,” 
Postmaster Bernard F. Dick- 
mann said today.

STATE AFL-C10 


WILL TERMINATE 
TEAMSTER Tt 


Affiliation of the Teamsters 
Union in Missouri with the 
state AFL-CIO Labor Council 
will be terminated on receipt 
of official notice of the ouster 
of the Teamsters from the 
AFL-CIO at the recent Atlantic 
City ‘(N.J.) convention, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 

John I. Rollings, president of 
the state council, answering a 
statement in a Teamsters pub- 
lication that the Atlantic City 
action does not affect member- | 
ship in state and local bodies, 
pointed out that ouster by the 
AFL-CIO automatically cancels 
membership in a state organi- 
zation. The same Situation ap- 
plies to membership in the St 
Louis AFL-CIO Labor council, 
a spokesman for that group 
said 


$24,000 a Year. 

Rollings said the state coun- 
cil. when officially notified of 
the expulsion of the Teamsters, 
would refuse to accept the next 
quarterly per capita payment 
for 50.000 Teamster members. 
The Teamster contribution, 
$24,000 a year, represents about 
one-sixth of the total per capita 
payment to the state organiza- 
tion. 

A similar situation applies to 
the expelled Laundry Workers 
Union. Rollings pointed out. 
That organization makes a pay- 
ment for apvroximately 1500 
members in St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Springfield, he said 

The Bakers Union, also ex- 
pelled because of alleged cor- 
rupt leadership, is in the proc- 
ess of reorganization, and it 
is expected that a majority of 
the Bakers’ locals in Missouri 
will be chartered in a new, so- 
called “Integrity” organization, 
Rollings reported. Meanwhile, 
the Bakers’ case will be held 
in abeyance by the state coun- 
cil. 

Plans in St. Louis. 

Oscar A. Ehrhardt, secretary 
of the recently formed AFL- 
CIO St. Louis Council, said the 
Teamsters will be automatically 
dropped by that organization, 
on official notice of their ouster 
nationally 

“William Webb, council presi- 
dent, and | attended the At- 
lantic City convention, and we 
know the Teamsters were 
ousted by a vote of 5 to 1,” 
Ehrhardt explained “How- 
ever, we are expecting official 
notice from the national secre- 
tary s olfice, and plan no action 
until the notice is received.” 

Ehrhardt said the Teamsters 
per capita payment is set at 3 
cents for the council and 2 
cents for political education 
each month for approximately 
25,000 members in St. Louis 
and St. Louis county The 
merged council claims 190,000 
members 

Opposed State Council. 

The state council was 
formed in 1956, over the active 
opposition of the Teamsters 
“While the Teamsters _ op- 
posed the merger, after it took 
place they were most co-opera- 
tive.” Rolling observed. “The 
relationship with them has 
been fine and their co-opera- 
tion excellent,” he added 

The AFL-CIO expulsion vote 
was on a report that the 
Teamsters Union nationally 
was corruptly dominated, and 
that James R. Hoffa, of De- 
troit, president - elect and 
chairman of the Teamsters 
Central Conference, had re- 
fused to remove himself from 
office Harold J. Gibbons, 
president and trustee of Team- 
sters Joint Council 13 of St. 
Louis, was elected a national 
vice president. Hoffa and Gib- 
bons have been prevented 
from taking office by court ac- 
tion challenging the election.

But, Dr. Eugene Rabinowitch 
asked in the’ December issue of 
the bulletin, “How long will 
people strain their eyes to get 
a glimpse of a streaking point 
of light in a morning sky?”

The first reaction of scien- 
tists everywhere was to rejoice 
in the Russian accomplish- 
ment, Rabinowitch said. He 
added, “The Russian scientists 
will understand why American 
scientists, while congratulating 
them on their great achieve- 
ment, are alarmed by its im- 
Plications for the future.” 


Three Lessons Cited. 


Three lessons where to be 
learned from the Russian ac- 
complishment, he said. 

“The few diehard apologists 
of the ‘don’t worry, boys, ev- 
erything is under’ control’ 
school—the Sherman Adamses, 
the Charlie Wilsons .. . found 
little support even among the 

«most faithful admirers of the 
conservative, paternalistic phi- 
losophy of a business-minded 
government,” Rabinowitch said. 

America, therefore, must put 
a maximum effort into its own 
rocket development, unham- 
pered by hesitation about using 
“socialist” methods, he said. 
Rabinowitch warned that “this 

’ is vital because there will be 
a dangerous imbalance” if So- 
viet military scientists believe 
they have developed weapons 
able to withstand Strategic Air 
Command bombers before our 
own ballistic missiles are avail- 
able in operational numbers. 
Secondly, America should 

.give “more: scope to science 

~ and scientists, in education as 
well as in social and political 
life,” Rabinowitch said. 


Escape From ‘Nightmare.’ 


The third tesson we have to 
learn, he said, is that although 
at present Americans must try 
to “maintain an equality in the 
contest for deterrent power,” 
we should also be thinking of 
how to escape from the “night- 
mare’ of nuclear space deter- 
rence. 

“We must not delay convinc- 
ing first ourselves, then our 
leaders and our people, of the 
absolute necessity for ending 
the political fragmentation of 
mankind,” he said. 

Speaking of persisting “smug 
beliefs in the superiority of 
American scientific and tech- 
‘nological capacities,” Rabino- 
“witch said it is incorrect to 
speak of America’s “losing its 


a 


lead” to the Russians in 
rocketry. | 
“The fact is that America 


always has been behind Rus- 
sia—Czarist or Communist—-in 
many areas of applied me- 
chanics, 
“It is ridiculous to seek the 
-@xplanation for Soviet rocket 
-success in the capture of Ger- 
-man specialists,” he said. “We 
“got the most important of these 
“specialists, and it was our mili- 
tary technology—and not that 
of the Russians—that needed 
this infusion of foreign blood 
to develop the art in this 
country.”

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Hagerty Boils at Gibe in Press, 
London Papers Laugh at Reaction 


LONDON, Dec. 18 (AP) Sey- 
eral British newspapers today 
gave a loud horse laugh to 
United States presidential] 


. press secretary James Hagerty, 


the former newspaper man who 
could not take a columnist’s 
ribbing about his news con- 
ferences. 

The columnist was humorist 
Art Buchwald, whose paper— 
the New York Herald Tribune 
—was the first major paper to 
indorse Mr. Eisenhower for the 
presidency in 1952 and which 
has never wavered in its de- 
votion. Hagerty worked for the 
New York Times before he be- 
came press secretary to Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York 
and then joined the President's 
staff. 

Buchwald, in a column pub- 
lished in the Herald Tribune

SGIENTISTS EXODUS 
WORRIES BRITAIN 


LONDON, Dec. 18 (INS)— 
Britain, short of trained scien- 
tists and technologists, is con- 
cerned and anxious over the 
migration of brain-power to the 
United States and Canada. 

The Advisory Council on 
Scientific Policy, in the first 
authoritative study of the loss 
of trained men, has reported 
that one post-graduate physicist 
out of every 10 trained in Brit- 
ain finds a permanent job in 
the United States or Canada. 
For postgraduate chemists the 
corresponding figure is one in 
16 

The reason for this exodus, 
according to the council, is the 
large number of research fel-| 
lowships being offered to Brit- | 
ish graduates in the Unites 
States and Canada. 


In the seven years ee 
1956 it is estimated that 410 
chemists and 130 psysicists ac- 
cepted fellowships of this kind. 


These figures refer to pure 
ecientists with university back- 
grounds. Figures collected | 
from engineering institutions) 
showed that since 1954 the an- | 
nual loss of mechanical engi-| 
neers to all countries overseas | 
amounted to 11 per cent of the | 
annual increase of the mem- | 
bership of the Institution of| 
Mechanical Engineers. The cor- | 
responding figures for electri-| 
cal and aeronautical engineers | 
are 8 per cent and 13 per cent| 
respectively. The council esti-| 
mates that in 1956 the total 
loss of professional engineers | 
amounted to about 300. 


Furthermore, the council be- | 
lieves that the recent increase | 
of advertisements for engineers 
who are willing to work abroad | 
means that there “may be a 
big increase in the number of| 
engineers who | 
1957.” | 

So concerned are the British | 
that the Committee on Scien-| 
tific Manpower has been re-| 
quested to keep the situation | 
under preview. 

The council sees little hope 
of influencing this movement 
of trained scientists and tech- 
nologists to posts overseas. It 
also has to consider the advan- 
tages of exporting trained men 
to the Commonwealth and un- 
derdeveloped countries against 
the loss of them to the United 
States and Canada.

Six Steps to Peace 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The grave crisis facing our peo- 
ple today does not lie solely in the 
severe jolt administered to us by 
the recent shocking revelations of 
our lag in science research and our 
inferiority in the field of rocketry 
and satellite development 

In an environment of tense fear 
and suspicion, any unpredictable 
incident brought about through 
some rash and stupid action in a 
troublesome corner of the world 
may be the spark that will ignite 
the powder keg and set the world 
afire. 

I humbly submit a few sugges- 
tions that could be put to work 
immediately and thus lead gradu- 
ally to a conciliation of the out- 
standing conflicting interests and 
bring about a durable world peace. 

1, An immediate declaration by 
the United States of willingness, 
without any strings attached and 

- not contingent upon the disposal of 
any outstanding questions, to cease 
testing nuclear weapons, if Russia 
and England should do likewise 

2. Negotiations for the creation 
of an all-European collective secur- 
ity pact, including Russia and the 
United States, based on mutual 
mnon-aggression treaties and but- 
tressed by a supervisory body of 
the several nations to adjust peace- 
ably any possible differences that 
may arise. 

3. After two years of the life of 
the collective security pact the 
powers producing nuclear weapons 
should execute an agreement to 
outlaw the further manufacture and 
use of such weapons, with the un- 
derstanding that the then existing 
stockpiles of such weapors should 
be for five years in the custody of 
the nations possessing them, and at 
the expiration of the five year pe- 
riod an agreement should be en- 
tered into by the interested nations 
as t6 methods of disposal of weap- 
ons to everybody's satisfaction. 

4. After the outlawing of nuclear 
weapons an understanding should 
be sought for a general disarma-

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The NATO Rebellion 


The upwelling of NATO sentiment at Paris for 
a new approach to negotiation with the Soviets 
is on the whole a healthy thing. Apparently it 
caught President Eisenhower and Secretary Dul- 
les by surprise, which suggests that American 
diplomatic intelligence is faulty. In any case 
the rebellion to Mr. Dulles’s brushoff of the Bul- 
ganin letter was so strong that it could not be 
withstood. 


So a compromise has been reached under 
which NATO accepts missile bases in principle, 
and negotiations for them with individual na- 
tions will continue along parallel lines with some 
common approach to a possible negotiation with 
Moscow. 


We say this is healthy for two reasons. The 
Atlantic alliance gains, rather than loses, by such 
a dramatic demonstration that its most powerful 


member does not call an unquestioned tune, but 
must vield at critical times to the feelings of the 
other members. Equally valuable is the demon- 
stration that NATO members are diligently seek- 
ing non-military responses to the Soviet chal- 
lenge, and are &nxious to keep the door open 
to peaceful settlements. 

Some delay in writing the final agreements 
for missile bases and nuclear weapons stock- 
piling is hardly likely to be fatal. Since we do 
not yet have the missiles, up to a year or so re- 
mains in which to arrange for the bases.

During that time it should become increasingly 
clear to Europeans that the establishment of mis- 
sile bases in some—not necessarily all—NATO 
countries is as much a part of the war-deterrent 
strategy of NATO as other measures they have 
supported. 

An increasing Soviet capability in missile of- 
fense, by which a direct blow could be delivered 
to the American mainland, is causing a corre- 
sponding decline in the retaliatory power of 
American and British strategic bombers. Unless 
and until the West develops unquestioned power 
to strike back by intercontinental missiles as well 
as planes, intermediate missiles based in Europe 
are essential to sustain Western deterrent capa- 
bility. If those missiles are really to deter, they 
will have to be instantly usable—which means 
that the command of them must be simple, direct 
and exercisable without delay. The American 
formula for lodging this command in the NATO 
chief seems to be the best practical way of meet- 
ing the requirements. 

Necessary as are these military arrangements 
to the common security, it is just as vital that 
the security they are meant to protect should be 
used to advance peaceful settlements. 

The evidence mounts that our State Depart- 


ment erred seriously in dismissing the Bulganin 
letter as mere propaganda. Non-Communist 
diplomatic observers in Moscow are said to be 
virtually unanimous in warning that this letter 
should be taken seriously. West German press 
opinion was so nearly unanimous in the same 
judgment that Chancellor Adenauer took the 
lead at Paris to moderate the American stand 
and delay a final decision on missile bases 
. Le 


Therefore, NATO obviously is going to listen 
at least to Moscow. It will be worse than use- 
less, however, if the listening is purely formal 
and only designed to make a favorable impres- 
sion on Nehru. There must be a genuine and 
basic change of attitude, especially in Washing- 
ton, toward negotiation and peaceful settlements. 
There must be a real desire to go halfway or 
even more than halfway to meet the Kremlin. 
There must be confidence that treaties are desir- 
able, that our interests can be served by real 
negotiation as opposed to the kind of lip-service 
paid to it in the London arms talks. 

Can Secretary Dulles adapt himself to this 
new situation which finds other NATO members 
compelling him to seek a settlement? Is he flex- 
ible enough to reverse his whole policy and 
whole concept of the Soviet threat—including 
his dogged faith that everything will some day 
be solved by a Soviet collapse? Events at Paris 
leave no question, it seems to us, that American 
leadership must now make a supreme and sin- 
cere effort to reach peaceful settlements with 
the Soviet world—either that, or be repudiated. 
The question is whether Secretary Dulles can or 
would carry out the policy thus clearly indicated. 
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A Blast in Louisiana 

A dynamite blast on the Louisiana Gulf coast 
earlier this month inaugurated an engineering 
project which will have the effect of bringing 
St. Louis some 40 miles closer to Central and 
South America and other countries reached 
through the port of New Orleans. The Mississip- 
pi River-Gulf Canal will provide not only a 
shorter but also a safer, more reliable and more 
economical passage from the Mississippi river 
to the Gulf of Mexico. 

We are glad to see the start of this $95,000,000 
project. Together, the St. Lawrence seaway and 
the improved Mississippi are bringing the Mid- 
western heartland closer to the markets of the 
world. It will be worth St. Louls’s best study 
to determine how these advantages can promote 
the progress of our community and our area. 
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Management Break-Through? 

By now every American knows the nation 
needs scientific break-throughs in rocketry and 
other fields But J. Sterling Livingston of 
Harvard University says our Defense Depart- 
ment needs a “management break-through” first. 

The professor, who specializes in military 
management, told the Senate Preparedness sub- 
committee that it takes the United States twice 
as long as Russia to develop major new weapons. 
He offered specific figures and comparisons: 

Our defense authorities needed eight years to 
develop the B-52 long-range jet bomber. The 
Soviet Union took four and one half years to 
develop its counterpart, the Bison. ; 

One contractor, said Mr. Livingston, wanted 
to change a clock in an airplane cockpit from a 
one-day to an eight-day clock. He had to pre- 
pare a justification, send it to the Defense De- 
partment official in his plant, then to the mili- 
tary technical staff in Washington, then to a 
committee which made the decision—and then 
the proposal had to make its way back down that 
line of authorities and into the plane plant 
whence it arose. 

This one case illustrates some of the weak- 
nesses in our weapons system: divided authority 
between the military and contractors over de- 
signs, inadequate authority of contractors over 
minor design changes, lack of alternate designs. 
Therefore the Harvard authority recommended: 

1, Establishing weapons systems agencies in 
the Defense Department with full authority over 
design and development. 

2. Giving contractors more power to make 
technieal decisions. 

3. Providing alternate designs. 

4. Authorizing contractors to tool up for pro- 
duction as soon as the design is complete. 

The last two steps involve the necessity of 


scrapping some weapons designs and production 
4ools when another design is found preferable. 
This means some waste of funds. But as Mr. Liv- 
ingston said, his system is “a very good way 
‘to buy time and Insurance.” And the nation can 
ill afford to waste time in developing missiles 
for defense. 

Mr. Livingston has proposed a logical system 
to speed up decision-making, and decisions have 
to be made before anything can be produced. 


Now the question for the Administration and De- | 


fense Department is: Who will act on his propo- 
sal? Who will order a management break- 
through? 
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No NYC to Indianapolis ? 


Time was when the New York Central stood 
for a plushness rivaled only by the Astor and 
Delmonico’s. Its crack trains were the last word 
in luxurious transportation, their cars filled by 
the prominent and the famous. Now the NYC 
is asking the Indiana and Illinois public service 
commissions for permission to end passenger 
service between St. Louis and Indianapolis. 

This is keenly disappointing to those who thrill 
to a trainride, who like to watch a sunrise from 
a Pullman berth and a sunset from an observa- 
tion car, and who feel that a meal on wheels is 
the ultimate in dining. Even these enthusiasts, 
however, must acknowledge the competition of 
busses and planes. 

The NYC says its St. Louis-Indianapolis pas- 
senger operation is being conducted this year at 
an “above the rails” loss of $1,250,736. There 
were 76 per cent fewer passengers in September, 
1956, than in September, 1946. Freight is not 
sufficiently profitable to offest these losses. 

Some railroad experts hold that a dispropor- 
tionate share of operating costs is allocated to 
passenger service. Would it make much differ- 
ence if costs were otherwise divided? Could 
bookkeeping offset eight bus lines which now 
make 27 trips a day, and two airlines which 
make 10 flights a day between the two cities? 

Could the railroads be more conipetitive? 
When Robert R. Young took over the NYC, he 
promised that it would be. On the whole, the 
Western roads have retained more passenger 
business. They offer lower rates and more at- 
tractive service. Have the eastern roads been 
too complacent, allowing business to drift away 
because they felt the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission would sanction fare increases to make 
up the loss? 

St. Louis will not be happy if it loses NYC 
passenger service. This city must hope that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission will take a 
hard look at the NYC proposal and the whole 
argument that the passenger train is doomed, 
It would be sad if the Knickerbocker, the South- 
western, the Cleveland Special and the Mid- 
western no longer backed into Union Station. 
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The Unmixed Metaphor 

In a Cape Girardeau speech, Attorney General 
John M. Dalton of Missouri said Russia’s Sputnik 
had “rattled our teeth and reunited us again,” 
and he then delivered this stirring description 
of what we Americans are doing: “We are tight- 
ening our belts, setting our jaws, clenching our 
fists and getting ready to deliver a blow first, if 
need be.” 

There is nothing mixed about these metaphors. 
If we tighten our belts we might as well set our 
jaws, there being no reason for eating anything, 
and clenching our fists follows as naturally as 
hunger follows not eating. We are not so sure 
about that blow-first business, but Mr. Dalton at 
least did not take firm steps toward building a 
posture of defense from the foundation down- 
ward, nor do we have to swallow strong medicine 
with our teeth clenched or rattled, etc. 
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Gov. Blair’s Obligation 

Gov. Blair has suddenly come under heavy ob- 
ligation to every Missourian who uses electricity, 
gas, water or public transit—which is almost 
everybody. The State Supreme Court having 
knocked out the foundation of. sound utility 
regulation, the Governor now is responsible for 
taking the first step to restore that foundation. 

What has happened is that the state's high 
court has ordered the Missouri Public Service 
Commission to change the basis on which it sets 
rates. In the past the Commission held that the 
investment to which a fair rate of return was to 
be applied was measured by the original cost of 
the property less cash set aside over the years 
as depreciation. The Supreme Court now says 
that the Commission must consider not only the 
original cost of utility property, but its present- 
day, or inflated cost as well. 

As we noted the other day, this decision 
knocks out a definite, calculable, concrete meth- 
od of fixing utility valuations and substitutes 
one that is vague, theoretical, infinitely arguable 
and fluctuating. It also.is susceptible to serious 
abuse, 

If any utility in Missouri is not now enjoying 
a fair return on its investment, its remedy ought 
to be to ask an increase in the rate it is per- 
mitted to earn—not to ask for a fictitious bal- 
looning of its base. 

Whether by appeal to the United States Su- 
preme Court or by legislative action, Missouri 
should move to restore the original cost for- 
mula as the basis of utility rate regulation. 
Either way, the state must count on Gov. Blair 
to take the initiative. Protecting the interests 
of consumers in fair regulation is up to him. 

Legislative action might be the simplest and 
most effective way of dealing with the problem. 
The law already says that utility rates shall take 
account of “capital actually expended,” and only 
a slight modification might be required to make 
clear beyond legalistic cavil that this phrase 
means what it says. 
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Good But Not Good Enough 


Hugh A. Logan, chairman of the United Fund 
campaign, has done the right thing in continuing 
the drive in the hope of reaching the fund's goal 
of $8,598,842. By the latest report, 90.5 per cent 
of this total has been pledged and that is good. 
But it is not good enough. It means that the 
fund is approximately 10 per cent short and that 
is a serious shortage. 

The constituent charitable organizations have 
little at best. If they must forego $1 in every 
$10 that they need, their worthy programs for 
the relief of suffering and the provision of as- 
sistance for the unfortunates inevitably must be 
curtailed. Many hundreds of citizens have worked 
hard in the drive and many thousands have con- 
tributed to the fund. A little more than the 
goal should be reached—as it has been reached 
this year in city after city. 

Meantime full credit to the St. Charles county 
division, which leads all categories. It has ob- 
tained pledges for 96.5 per cent of its $53,526 
quota.

We Americans like to delude our- 
selves that we have a grand sense of 
humor. It may once have been so. 


These days we seem to be so in- 
secure that we can’t bear to be 
laughed at, or to laugh at ourselves, 
even though, God knows, we never 
needed it more. Our desperate mate- 
rialism and strange values today leave 
no room for a joke which might let us 
see ourselves as we are 

One way to step on toes is to pro- 
voke angry letters to the editor about 
some cartoon or other, and therefore 
the cartoon editor's job is to select 
cartoons which do not provoke angry 
letters. 

One of the funniest cartoons I can 
recall showed three Near Eastern-clad 
gentlemen piling into a taxicab in the 
desert one night. The last one in is 
pointing dramatically at the horizon 
and instructing the driver, “Follow 
that star!” 

No one ever bought this gag; it was 
said to be in poor taste. This is a 
classic combination of caption and 
drawing, and if you try to analyze the 
elements of poor taste you can’t find 
them; the gag gets funnier. 

But it’s in the category of religious 
jokes, which strikes fear in the hearts 
of magazine editors, as if the Chris- 
tian religion were too unstable to 
withstand some gentle humor. 


‘In That Order of Importance’ 


Take the case of the cartoon show- 
ing the driver approaching the en- 
trance to the highspted throughway. 
Just before the turn onto the highway 
is a chureh; a sign outside announces 
in Gothic lettering, “Last Chance to 
Pray.” This gag was turned down by 
at least one magazine because it rid- 
iculed (1) automobile manufacturers, 
(2) religion, (3) turnpike interests. 
In that order of importance, too. 

Another subject that is mixed up in 
the minds of the magazines is sex. The 
editors have ignored it by using mean- 
ingless cliches; the boy proposing to 
the girl on family divan; husband here 
and beautiful woman living next door; 
sugar daddy and chorus girl; boss and 
secretary: wife at cocktail party: cig- 
arette girl at nightclub, etc. . These 
jokes are acceptable as long as they 
are so far-fetched that they don’t make 
sense. ae ; 

A cartoon editor of one mass mag- 
azine recently began to print an occa- 
sional sophisticated cartoon with a 
slight sex background. He got letters 
of such @#icious nature that he lost his 
nerve, despite the fact that some in- 
telligent readers sent compliments. 
Sample of the trouble-making gags: 

Man at cocktail party has pretty girl 
cornered. “Baby, I could go for you,” 
he says, “if you weren't my wife.” 


Politics Are Not Fooled With 


A cartoon that was never published, 
because it was said by the editor to 
be offensive, showed a pair of grave- 
diggers dancing with joy. They had 
just finished hollowing out a six-by- 
six plot and they had struck oil; it was 
gushing right out of the hole. Grave- 
diggers, you see, must be lugubrious 
at all times, or else they are making 
fun of our burial rites. ’ 

Politics is a category that the mass 
magazines don't often fool with. Any 
joke on this subject is open to too 
many interpretations. As a result, the 
gags are confined to campaign cliches: 
pompous Cengressmen ‘fat and wear- 
ing big hat, etc.), and taxpayers in 
trouble with internal revenue agents

Between Book Ends 


How Unions Function 


THE PRACTICES OF UNITONISM, by 
Jack Barbash, (Harper, 465 pgs. $5.) 


In spite of all the attention paid 
recently to unions and their ethics, 
how much do most of us know about 
the American labor movement, its 
structure, philosophy, growth prob- 
lems and successes? Despite the fact 
that a recent survey by the United 
States Department of Labor found 
18,500,000 union members in this 
country, few people really know how 
unions function. The McClellan com- 
mittee has investigated only one as- 
pect of the problem and spread in- 
formation about it. Here now, help- 
ing to broaden our knowledge about 
unions is “The Practice of Unionism.” 

The author is sympathetic to the 
labor movement. But his loyalty does 
not interfere with his scholarly analy- 
sis and description of organized labor. 
He is not only interested in the ques- 
tion of why workers join unions, but 
also why they do not join. Barbash 
makes his greatest contribution in his 
discussion of how unions are governed, 
administered and structured, and also 
of the issue of jurisdiction. 
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All too often complaints are voiced 
against the excessive power of labor. 
The example most commonly given is 
the Teamsters. But as Barbash s0 ex- 
cellently shows, unions are federations 
and usually the relations are very 
loose indeed. For example, many large 
cities have a voluntary city-wide fed- 
eration to which many unions belong. 
Then there are state federations. But 
the city or state federation president 
would be a fool if he were to try to 
tell a local how to negotiate for a 
wage contract. This is outside his 
jurisdiction. 

This lack of jurisdiction and power 
is often to the detriment of the com- 
munity. A single local—for instance 
in the construction field—can often 
retard the growth of an entire metro- 
politan area. This harms labor at 
large. And yet the city or state labor 
leadership is often powerless to in- 
fluence a local favorably, no matter 
how hard it might try. This is one by- 
product of a loose multi-dimensional 
federation of labor, 

Other topics that are well discussed 
are the nature and experience of col- 
lective bargaining, the relation be- 
tween unions and politics, the iacreas- 
ing reliance by unions upon research 
and public relations and the problems 
of racketeering and Communism.

In appraising the merger of the 
AFL and CIO into one federation, 
Barbash concludes that the importance 
is not so much in giving the various 
unions a common constitution, but in 
providing a constitution for a labor 
movement. This labor movement is 
formed essentially by the relationships 
between unions, the relationships of 
unions to the federation, and the rela- 
tionships of the unions and the federa- 
tion to the world at large. 

He predicts, and the few months

Part of Bigger Deal?

Ronald Arnatt directed a

voice; her top notes are pure 
and unstrained; and her intona- 
tion is flawless. She sang Fin- 
zis charming, and rather at- 
tenuated Cantata with interest, 
conviction and complete con- 
trol; and Arnatt supported her 
very capably indeed. 

At the opening chorale, the 
organ continuo was not always 
synchronized with the strings, 
and some strikingly unchoral- 
ean harmonies resulted. In the 
Bloch, for which Jane Aranda 
performed the obligato piano 
part, the players got separated 
during the third movement, and 
failed to retunite until very 
nearly the end of the move- 
ment. The Elgar suffered from 
lack of personnel, being an ex- 
ceedingly resonant piece of 
music designed for a full string 
section rather than for a cham- 
ber group. It is also an ex- 
tremely expressive work, and I 
suspect that EPgar did not in- 
tend it to be performed quite 
as inflexibly as Arnatt realized 
it. 

But, taking all flaws into ac- 
count, the evening was a re- 
warding one, for the defects 
were generally superficial, 
whereas the virtues were ‘not.

LONDON, Dec. 18 (UP)— 
Prince Charles ended his first 
term at Cheam School today. 
His teachers were reported 
well pleased with his progress.

pick up Charles. When he be- 
gan the term in September, 
Queen Elizabeth II and Prince 
Philip drove him to the exclu- 
sive academy in person.

star for good behavior. 


NON-WHITE POPULATION 
UP 19 PCT, FROM 1950 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (UP) 
—The nation’s non-white ‘pop- 
ulation increased 19 per cent 
from 1950 to 1957 while the 
white population grew about 13 
per cent, the Census Bureau 
reported today. 

The proportion of non-whites 
to total population edged up- 
ward from 10.4 per cent to 11 
per cent. 

The difference in the rate of 
growth, the bureau’s repoert 
said, stemmed from a higher 
birth rate among non-whites 
that was only partially offset 
by a higher death rate. 

As a result the non-white 
population is substantially 
“vounger.” The 50 per cent 
dividing line for non-whites js 
23.9 years while that for whites 
is 30.5 years, the report said. 

The report also said the ratio 
of men to women in the pop- 
ulation has continued its long- 
term downward trend so that 
in 1957 there were 982 males 
for every 1000 females.

LABOR DAY WEEK LATER 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18 (AP)—_ 


A conference of northeastern 
States has received a proposal 
that Labor day be moved from 
the first to the second Monday 
in September. 

Behind the move is an effort 
to aid the tourist and recrea- 
tion industry, an important 
factor in the economy of the 
States.

Act ‘Boldly’ in Industrial 
Conflicts, Methodists 
Urge. 


- — —— 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18 (AP) 


—A group of Methodist lead- 


ers recommended yesterday that 
pastors in industrial centers 
listen to both labor and man- 
agement, and ‘boldly face con- 
troversial issues.” 

The group also called for 
translation of Christian ethics 
into specific terms when ap- 


plied to such issues ‘as “vio- 
lence in industrial disputes, 
work stoppages, just wages for 
honest production, just return 
to investors, industrial proc- 
esses and the rights and wel- 


fare of consumers.” 
Fifty Methodist leaders in 
church, labor and business 


joined in recommendations at 
the close of a two-day confer- 
ence, called to consider the 
church's responsibility for a 
specialized ministry to industry. 
group recommended 
that: 

“Churches in our industrial 
centers learn new methods and 
experiment with programs to 
serve the present age. 

“Pastors in industrial cen- 
ters become familiar with the 
local situations and learn the 
viewpoints of both labor and 
management . boldly face 
controversial issues, and teach 
that the ultimate power of the 
Christian ethics is in the life 
of the individual Christian who 
takes his faith and ethical 
standards into his daily work.” 

On the question of clergy- 
men serving as industrial chap- 
lains, the group warned of 
“limitations imposed by the 
fact that the salary of this type 
of chaplain is paid by sources 
other than the church.” 

If the church is to sanction 
such chaplains, the _ report 
stated, “‘such a ministry should 
be safeguarded by standards 
which will assure the clergy’s 
independence to function in 
the proper share of pastoral 
services.” 

The conference was called by 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam of 
Washington, chairman of. the 
Methodist Commission on Chap- 
lains, and Bishop Lloyd C 
Wicke of Pittsburgh, chairman 
of the Methodist Board of So- 
cial and Economic Relations.

Ark., reports that during the 
last five days of November and 
the first two days of Decem- 


ber, anglers caught 15 bass 
that weighed 7 pounds or 
better, 21 that tipped the 


scales past the 6-pound mark, 
41 in the 5-pound class and 
more than 100 that weighed 4 
pounds. One walleye weighed 
12 pounds, 12 ounces, Welch 
said, “Between now and spring, 
those who will brave the chills 
of winter will continue to take 
lunker bass and other fish of 
desirable size.” 

In Michigan, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin and other northern 
states fishing is considered at 
its best when the ice is a foot 
thick and capable of support- 
ing the weight of an automo- 
bile or a jeep that will carry 
the anglers directly to their 
favorite spots. A _ hole is 
spudded through the thick ice, 
the hook is baited with a min- 
now or some other choice 
morsel, and hundreds of ang- 
lers dot the winter landscape. 

Fishing shanties are hauled | 
over the ice and usually are 
equipped with a _ charcoal 
bucket or a kerosene stove to 
keep the anglers warm. Many 
of the northern fishermen, | 
however, disdain such luxuries 
and brave the northern winds 
while enjoying their sport. 
Some fish through a half-dozen 
or more holes, using tip-ups | 


ward the shore with a continu- 
ously changing habitat as the 
boat slowly drifts along. while 
the land-bound angler is con- 
fined to a restricted fishing 
territory. Outboard motors also | 
carry the fishermen quickly to 
new places when others prove 
unproductive. 

Crappie, white bass, black | 


bass and jack salmon are the} 47 jack salmon weighing 15 


fishes most likely to be taken | 
during the winter months. Live | 
minnows, spoon-type baits and 
surface and deep-running plugs 
are the most successful winter 
lures. 

Clearwater and Wappapello 
are yielding good catches of | 
crappie. Live minnows take 80 | 
per cent of these pan fishes. | 
They may be traveling at var- 
ious depths but most of them 
are taken from the deeper 
waters. A good method of 
crappie angling is known as 
“drift fishing.”’ The boat :s al- 
lowed to drift with the va-| 
garies of the winds in a se- 
lected area until a fish is 
caught. The anchor is silently 
dropped overboard and often 
a dozen or more fish will be 
taken from the school of fish 
before moving on to new wa- 
ters. A light bobber or cork is 
used by most anglers when 
fishing for these speckled 
beauties. | 

Walleye (jack salmon) are. 
found in goodly numbers in the | 
Lake of the Ozarks and the |

Winter bass, for some reason 
or other, run larger than those | 
taken during the summer | 
months. All the impoundments 
contain a sizable bass popula- 
tion and, if the angler is a 
hardy soul who can brave the 
blasts of Boreas, the stringer 
will fill more rapidly with 
larger fish in much less time 


than it did during summer fish- | ’ 


ing. Spoon-type lures, deep- 
running plugs, jigs<-and eels, 
and even surface lures, will 
produce for the skilled caster. | 

Many a sportsman will spend 
the day in a duck or goose 
blind in freezing weather with- 
out a murmur. But say to him, 
“Let’s go fishing,” and he 
shivers, grimaces, and says, 
“Br-r-r-r, not me—it’s too cold 
to even think about it!” He 
can’t prove it by the Wisconsin- | 
Minnesota anglers — and there 
is every indication that in the 
next few years winter angling, 
especially after the close of the 
hunting season, will be a popu- 
lar sport in these parts. |

NEW YORK (UP)—The best 
way to make the big leagues, 


_according to Mickey Cochrane, 


is to grab one of those big 
mitts and learn to be a catcher. 

That’s lesson No. 1 for any 
light-hitting Little Leaguer to- 
day and a guy who can prove 
it is Wes Westrum of the San 
Francisco Giants, who couldn't 
hit a lick but caught with the 
touch of baseball genius. 

Wes has been eased off the 
Giants player roster into the 
role of bullpen coach with a 
career batting average even a 
pitcher would be ashamed of. 

He wound up his hitch with 
only .216 to show for his life- 
time of swinging but the point 


is he stuck—and for nine full 
'years—though it was physical- 
‘ly impossible for him to be 


anything but an “All-America 
out” with his bat. 

“Wes finally became 80 
muscle-bound across the chest 


he could hardly 


get his arms 


up to shave in the morning.” 
one of his teammates said 
“It's a wonder he could swing 
a bat at all.” 


Did Much With Little. 


No bells ring nor bulletins 
pop across the wires when a 
216 hitter retires as a player 
yet Wes moves into the bullpen 
with the complete admiration 
of all the Giants for being a 
guy who did so much with so 
little for so long a time. 

In his own way, Westrum 
contributed mightily to Giant 
pennant drives in 1951 and 
1954. Good catchers are hard

That is the difference. 

Just the other day I 
was down at Disneyland, 
the make-believe village 
Walt Disney built on the 
edge of Los Angeles... On 
the Main street, pat- 
terned after a village of 
1900, they have an hon- 
est-to-goodness nickel 
show. That is what we 
used to call the movies. 

William S. Hart was 
playing on the silent screen. And a tinny piano tinkled in 
the background. He looked just like I remembered him 
—~a little like a horse. A long, horsey face. 


STAN DELAPLANE 


I bet you do not remember. He did NOT 
wear a cowboy hat all curled at the edges. He 
wore a straight-brimmed hat. A little like the old 
Boy Scout hat. A hat like that would never get 
by teday. Even in an adult Western. Anyway, 
my memory was right. He DID kiss his horse. 


I think this is where the business of cowboys kissing 
horses started. I think a horse took a look at William S. 
Hart once and kissed him. Thinking he was another 
horse. That started the trend. 


THERE WAS a lot of emotion in the picture. Emo- 
tion was silent. Therefore it had to be done so you could 
see it. 

The way everybody emoted was by breathing deep. 
It was measured by your chest expansion. Deep breath. 
Deep breath. Subtitle on screen: “Her heart goes out to 
the stranger.” 


We do not do that in the adult Western. In 
the pictures on my TV, it is assumed the dance- 
hall lady’s heart belongs to the Sheriff. The 
Sheriff does not kiss his horse. Just ties him up 
to the hitching rack and rockets into the saloon. 


Adult Westerns are tough on horses. No 
smooching. If an adult Western horse wants a 
little peck, he must go find another horse. 


Even when movies got talking the Western hero kept 
his mind straight to the point. He just breathed a little 
easier. 


“I’m gonna fog yuh, stranger. Cause we don’t 
eotton to strangers around here, stranger. So 
mosey, stranger.” The stranger would then back 
off. He had a gun, but he would not use it. He 
let everybody push him around. Everybody 
thought he was a coward. But in the popcorn 
rows we knew this was not so. He was the fastest 
gun in the Old West. But he accidentally shot 
a friend and swore never to use a gun again. At 
the finish, he straps on his guns again—in a good 
cause. And he fogs the people who pushed him 
around, 

“It’s Tex Slim!” they cry. “I recognize the 
way he reaches for his shootin’ irons!” 


With an adult Western you don't know what will 
happen. The Sheriff may be kissing a girl while the 
whole town is being shot up. Sometimes he does not 
even let the other fellow draw first! That is terrible! 


I TELL YOU THE TRUTH, some of these Western 
heroes only wear one gun! It is enough to crack a wal- 
nut. First thing you know the hero will be shooting the 
bad guy in the back. 

I refuse to believe the Old West was like that. Kiss- 
ing girls and not telling the bad guy: “Draw, you varmint!” 
Then you cut down the bad guy while he is still fumbling 
with his holster. Like a whiplash. 

I believe it is adult all right. 
That I refuse to believe, stranger.

Office Parties 


“WON’T YOU PLEASE say 
daunken orgies at Christmas time that people call ‘office 


something about those 


parties’?” writes Mrs. F. “I’m not the only woman who 


lost her husband and her home because of these affairs.” 


She goes on to describe one that was typical not too 
many years ago, and is probably not yet completely extinct. 
Sometimes it was merely an early closing of the office on 
the afternoon before Christmas, preceded by taking up a 
collection and sending someone out for a supply of liquor. 
Then everybody got drunk, and wives and children waited 
for their men to come home for dinner and help in deco- 
rating the tree, only to have them show up drunk along 
toward midnight and stagger into bed. In other cases these 
parties were more elaborate and planned, but the general 
feature was an exclusion of the married partners of the 
staff: and if there wasn't liquor, there wasnt a party. 

We have dealt with plenty of cases at the American 
Institute of Family Relations, Mrs. F., in which a family 
was broken up as a result of an affair that started at one 
ef these office parties. I'm glad to say, however, that they 
appear to be gradually going out of style. In recent years, 
many governmental! organizations and business and indus- 
trial firms have, in effect, forbidden them. Sometimes a 
collection is taken and the money, that would otherwise 
have gone for liquor, is contributed to Korean orphans or 
some other good cause. 


Whereas, 10 or 15 years ago, 75 per cent of 
firms and plants had such parties, it's now esti- 
mated that not more than 25 per cent do s0. 
That's real progress’ 


If I were head of an organization, I would consider 
two well-established facts. 


>» THE “OLD FASHIONED” TYPE of party doesn't pro- 
mote good morale in any organization. It is sometimes 
highly destructive. 


IT DOES NOT STRENGTHEN marriage and family 
e in the community. It is sometimes highly destructive. 

Then I'd find some other way to encourage the 
Christmas spirit among members of my staff. 

Some companies are operating through an employe's 
eommittee that develops a project of helping the needy 
and unfortunate right here at home. If they don't know

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He's an Actor--So He Can Sleep Late 


At Least, That's How British Star Eric Portman, Here

LISTEN TO ERIC PORT- 
MAN talk for an hour and 
you'd never guess that he is 
the man who became an actor 
so he could sleep late in the 
morning. Some 25 years later 
he is still “happy to be doing 
practically nothing.” 


The Yorkshire accent rolls 
off his tongue in speedy, close- 
cropped sentences as he nimbly 
leaps from subject to subject. 
In our brief interview we cov- 
ered a gamut of ideas from 
cats (he has seven) to umbrel- 
las (he is seldom without one) 
and from politics (“you know 
So much more about it than we 
do”) to British beer (he doesn’t 
like it). 


The slender, graying, ener- 
getic Portman came to the 
United States for the third 
time in his life and to St. 
Louis for the first time to 
appear in the Terence Ratti- 
gan play, “Separate Tables.” 
On tour after its London and 
Broadway successes, the two- 
plays-in-one will continue 
through Saturday at the 
American Theater. 


It was just a pleasant coin- 
cidence plus his aversion to 
alarm clocks which started 
Portman on his dramatic career. 
As a schoolboy in Yorkshire, 
he felt he was doomed to fol- 
low his father into the busi- 
ness world until one happy day 
when a repertory theater came 
to town. 


“IT happened to know sonie- 
one who knew someone in the 
company so I went down and 
applied for a job,” he recalled. 
“The manager said he had a 
small role available and it 
didn’t pay much money, but 
that was all right. When you're 
young, you don’t need much, 
you know. 

“The idea of having to get 
up every morning to go to 
work and of doing the same 
thing day after day after day 
was horrid to me. My father, 
I'm sure, never understood why 
I would trade the security of 
the business world for the 
hazards of the theater, but, you 
know, I think he was rather 
glad to get rid of me. He must 
have known I wouldn’t be any 
good to him.” 


THE SAMENESS he detested 
he certainly hasn’t found in 
the career born on that reper- 
tory stage. He has portraved 
villains and psychotics (his 


favorites, incidentally), heavies 
and heroes, the timid soul and 
the tyrant. Sandwiched between 
his stage performances have 
been many movies, a facet of 
his acting career started dur- 
ing World War II when he 
went to Canada as a featured 
player in the highly-successful 
movie, “The Invaders.”

Cosmic Rays—the Space Mystery

IT IS PROBABLE that a 
satellite launched by the United 
Statés or Russia in the immedi- 
ate future will not only carry an 
animal (another dog or perhaps 
an ape) but will be so equipped 
that a capsule carrying the 
animal can be returned to 
earth. 

It is vitally important for fu- 
ture human space travelers 
that scientists can study the 
effects of cosmic rays upon liv- 
ing tissue. Laika, the dog in 
Sputnik II, died within its cyl- 
inder after being subjected to 
cosmic rays and was not 
brought down. 

Until the advent of the sput- 
niks, cosmic rays were one of 
the great mysteries of the uni- 
verse. Scientists recognized 
them as terrfyingly fast radia- 
tions in space that reach the 
earth only as weakened secon- 
dary rays because the atmos- 
phere filters and attenuates 
them. 


ABOVE. 100,000 FEET a space 
traveler will run into tiny nu- 
clei of atoms ranging from hy- 
drogen to iron, whose energies 
run into a billion “electron 
volts.” We can compare this 
with the 200,000,000 electron 
volts produced when a uranium 
atom is fissioned to produce 
atomic energy. Below this 
100,000 foot ceiling the secon- 
dary cosmic rays come into 
their own to bombard every- 
thing on the surface of the 
earth. 

All living things on the 
earth have been bombarded by 
secondary rays since life began. 
It is obvious, of course, that 
these secondaries are not 
lethal. It is generally believed 
they influenced our evolution 
and had they not been present 
then life on our planet might 
have taken an entirely differ- 
ent form. 


The secondary cosmic rays 
are produced when the pri- 
maries collide with molecules 
of air and completely disrupt 
them. These collisions result 
in perhaps a million off- 
spring from a single primary. 
Thus, while the secondaries 
still have a great deal of 
energy the primaries are fan- 
tastic in thir energy content 
and are highly ionizing. 

This jonization phenomenon

means that when the cosmic 
rays rip through the cells of a 
living body they léave behind a 
wake of electrically charged 
particles — splintered atoms. 
Since the normal body de- 
mands that the cells be elec- 
trically neutral, the radiation 


upsets this condition and 
causes damage. 
In small doses the light 


ionizing radiation of the secon- 
daries, is not dangerous be- 
cause the body can repair the 
cells in short order. In fact 
we are alway replacing our 
cells, so the absorption of a 
little cosmic radiation does not 
present a serious problem. 


This can be compared to 
X-rays. Short-time exposures 
are harmless; continuous ex- 
posure leads to severe injury. 
Thus we can infer that when 
cosmic radiation is severe and 
persistent we encounter diffi- 
culties. The body will not have 
time to repair the damaged 
cells and death may result. 


One harrowing aspect is, 
since effects involving the 
cells of the human body are 
slow in developing, the work 
of the cosmic rays may not 
appear for years. 


The reproductive powers of 
the human body are concen- 
trated in the thread-like struc- 
tures of the body cells called 
the chromosomes. These in 
turn are made up of genes 
which control hereditary char- 
acteristics. The action of sec- 
ondary cosmic rays may break 
the chromosomes at one or 
more places 


Given a single break, there 
is a strong possibility it will 
be repaired and nothing wil 
happen to affect the offspring. 
However, when the heavily 
ionizing radiations of the pri- 
maries strike the chromosomes, 
there may be multiple breaks. 
Then when the chromosomes 
are repaired the proper genes 
may not be next to their 
proper neighbors. When this 


happens there is a possibility | 


that changes, mutations, 
occur in the offspring. 
This is why an animal] looms 
so importantly in the investi- 
gations of the scientist.

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interval (say a few weeks) then 
a thorough examination of the 
animal's tissues will disclose 
the damage caused by the pri- 
mary cosmic rays and in turn 
we can obtain some clue as to 
what the space traveler may 
expect when he risés above the 


protective layers of the at- 
mosphere. 
Doctors have claimed that 


many forms of illnesses might 
result from primary cosmic 
rays. Others are not so pessi- 
mistic. This is all conjecture, 
however. 


What is needed is more in- 
formation. Only with a re- 
trievable animal payload can 
this be obtained. 

And only then can we be 
sure a human being can brave 
the hazards of these cold, pen- 
etrating, mysterious bullets of 
outer Space.

But 
we seem to be closer together 
than we used to be.”

Gobel, the old Gobel, was an elfin spirit to 
whom things were done. He was a member of the 
great unwashed, one of us slobs, and we could 
sympathize and laugh with him. Too often on his 
current TV venture we are asked to laugh at him 
and his guests. There is a loss here. 

The key to the old Gobel was his helplessness. Who 
ean forget that wonderful routine with the great black 
bowling ball and George's efforts to check it somewhere? 
He wandered through the nonsense land of TV a stranger, 
mever seeming to quite get with it, a fumbling, bewildered 
little man, perplexed by the orderly routines of life. 


THE NEW GEORGE GOBEL may fumble, but it is a 
polished fumbling. And we know that he never quite be- 
lieves it himself. Thus, on last night's show Phil Harris 
chops out a section of wall in the Gobel home and sits 
George in it. But there is nothing pathetic about Gobel’s 
plight. It is a gag, a TV gag, and we all know that George 
will climb down as soon as the commercial goes on. 

Last night, Gobel did a sketch about military life. He 
played a first lieutenant, spotless in officer pinks. The old 
Gobel would have been lucky to make corporal. And at 
the end of the skit when he joins some éniisted men for 
earoling, he is never quite one of the group. Instead he 
remains a star, a little apart from the uncommissioned ele- 
ment. 

Gobel has become Hollywoodized and inside- 
teed and it shows. That outrageous tendency of TV 
stars to break up over each other's lines has be- 
come a staple of the Gobel show. Thus, Gobel 
laughs at Fisher and Fisher laughs at Gobel. 
Guests float in and out and Gobel, Fisher and 
guests fracture each other. It’s all a kind of or- 
ganization-type comedy with everybody working 
for the group. The old Gobel was not an organ- 
ization man. 


Gobel used to be one of us. Now he is one of them.
